As it was, once safe 
ashore, surrounded by a horde af curious 
pickanmnies who had atded os in towing 
oar helpless plane to the levee, “The Proc 
ed Land” seemed to provide the text for 
a survey of Lousiana. 


A PANORAMIC SURVEY

mornwealth—he noacleus of that vast ter- 
tory which when purchased a century 
and a quarter ago practically doubled the 
area of the United States—one finds a 
variety of resources, an equablenéss of ¢li- 
mate, a tranquil scenic beauty, and a hes- 
pitality which make the manifold cliims 
of her ertizens as to their State's points of 
excellence seem a bare recital of obvious 
facts.

It was a voice crying, not in the wilder- 
ness, but in fields of fourishing cane, and 
prosperous planters, with one exception, 
heeded mat. 

For several years all continued well ; then 
suddenly the predicted blight appeared. 
The mysterious masaic disease, so called 
because of the curious mottling patterns 
which it produces on the cane leaves, 
swept aver the land. 

By 1926 the yield had dropped to 42,300 
tons of sugar, Planters were desperate, 
hankers were sympathetic but obdurate.

und in (Plantation equipment were “firoven 
assets,” and there seemed to be no possi- 
bility of a thaw. 

Manufacturers, bankers, and planters 
gathered in conference, Flow cold the 
Louisiana sugar industry be saved f 

The answer to that question is one of 
the romances of science, 

For our first act, we must go back 40 
years, to & sugar Wantation on the ishined 
of Barbades, in the West: Indies, anc to 
an experiment station in Java, in the 
Toatch East Inches, 

Bh 1887 two Englishmen in the West 

and a Dutehman in the East, worki 
dependently, succeeded for the first tine 
im growing sugar cane from seed. Hoth- 
erto the only method of propagation had 
been from the stalks; but when it was 
found possible to make the seed germi- 
nate, the problem of cross-breeding was 
solved. Some authorities are so bole ps 
to mamtamn that but for thts successful 
step the sugar-cane crops throughout the 
work’ world be m danger of extmetion 
to-day, But cross-breeding has enabled 
experinent stations to develop a. comntless 
variety of canes with innumerable charac- 
teristice—senme which flourish under one 
set of conditions; others which ore im- 
tine or restatant to this or that disease. 











A CRYPTIC FORMULA BRINGS SALVATION 

While the three Louisiana groups vi- 
tally interested in the salvation of sugar 
were in desperate conference, some one 
recalled that a certain. agricultural scien- 
tist hac) recently returned to the United 
States after spending several yeara in 
Argentina, where he bad gone to study 
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ways ane means to combat the mosaic dts- 
case, This blight had almost destroyed 
south Asmertean cane fellsbefore tts rav- 
ages began to be felt in Lowsiang, The 
groups sent for the scventist—the shirt- 
sleeved, bespectacled individual of the one- 
man office in the New Orleans skyscraper. 

Yes, there was salvation, said Mr, Sci- 
entist. Tt wast hand; the formula was

These canes had all tived and multiplied 
and o few samples had been piven to neigh- 
bors.. Despite the fact that the P. ©. J, 
helds were struck by a terrible cyclone, 
which leveled the ennes to the ground, 
they quickly revived and produced four- 
teen and a half tins of cane to the acre, 
whereas the general yield of native cane 
in, normal times was seven tons, 

Today, every man, wonnn, and child in 
the cane belt of ‘Louisiana knows the mean- 
ing of P.O. J. Instead of the technical 
name, Proefstation Oost Java (a sugar- 
cane experiment station in the Fast In- 
dies), they may call it “Prideof Java,” or, 
colloquially, “Plenty of Jack,” lnit they all 
know that it has meant the <alyation. of 
the sugar industry.

The maim responsibility of the engi- 
neers to-day, so tar as the mouths of the 
Mississippi are concerted, is to prevent the 
Tiver [rain creating mew passes.

A new branel results in the di- 
version of water, a decrease m the strength 
of the current, and a consequent decrease 
in the effectivencss of the jetty centro, 

Cine means ot enneeet begs is comstant 
threat of a new branch is by creating 
artificially a number of miniatiec branches 
through the very narrow banks of the 
passes —inoculations, so to.speak, to hal 
up resistance. Shallow crevasses are cut 
through the banks, ond the bottoms of 
these slinces are lined with brush mat- 
tresses covered with ripirap stone to pre- 
vent dercp channels from washing through. 

Beyond these shallow crevasses, or spill- 
wavs, brush dikes ure eomttacted| ta re- 
tard the flow amd aceclerte secimentation. 
In the course of time the sediment brought 
down by the river callects behind these 
retards, marshiand is built up and is soon 
overgrown with cine, willows, and allt- 
pator grass,

A crevasse whith ocentred in roa. in 


the south bunk of Pass a Lottre, affords 
i striking example of how rapidly this nat- 
unl process operates, The crevasse opened 
thirouph a tarrow section inte Gardes Ts- 
land Bay, By 1905 Master Engineer Mis- 
sixvippi had built aut swamp land ior a 
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length of six miles, and an area of fitty 
syiare miles beyond the origimal crevasse 
is to-day covered with swamp growth. 

Incidentally, Cubits Gap Pass fumisted 
the tivtable object lesson by which our 
engimeers iiave profited.

Naturally, ouch af thie bordering Land 
in the vast delta region ts marsh area; bint 
lot ne casunl observer be deecived inte im- 
agining that “marsh” in Louisiana means 
waste of unprocdictive lated. It ts these 
tens al thentsitids of prasscovered acres 
Which have given the State the oenigue 
distinction of being the largest fur-pro- 
dicing Commonwealth in the Union, As 
a onintior iol fret. not only does Lowisina 
lead all other States beth in the valve of 
its fur crop and inthe number af pelts 
niitketer|, bet last vear, and for several 
vears past, it has produced more pelts than 
the entire Doniineor) of (Catintta, generally 
recrqmize) as date ot the world's most fitl- 
portant fur-producmng countries. 

The muskrat is the fur citizen. muain- 
stay of the State's pelt wealth, More than 
five imillian Gf him were taken during the 
open season from Noverther 20 to Feb- 
ruary 3, 1928-29. The statistics for this

year are not yet available, but-the catch 
wis as large if not larger. The value of 
these pelts to the trapper was nenrly 
unknown to the outside world until the cis- 
astrous Mississippi flood of 1927 brought 
him inte the limelight, In the early ape 
praisals of that disaster some alarmists 
declared that high waters had destroyed 
the livelihood of from 12,000 to 28,000 
miskrat men. Happily. not only did the 
mtiskrat families survive, but the opos- 
sums and skunks of wpper Lousiana, who 
Were supposed to be even worse sufferers, 
thrived on water wees more opdssuims 
were trapped last vear than m any pre- 
vies semsun. 

What with miuskrats, opossums, ric- 
coon, minks, skunks, otters, wild cats; 
und foxes, the trappers’ sales last year 
tyereyrated ciyht and a half million daol- 
lars—exceeding by a third the tetal value 
of Alnski's production of gol ane silver 
for the same peri,

TRAPPERS TAKE THEIR FAMILIES TO 
THE MUSRRAT MARSHES 


By the mille of November the Cajun 
and other native trappers—te licenses arc 
isster! hy the State to nonresilents—are 
ready for ther orduogus labors; They 
irinspert their wives and children to the 
marshes, set op their tiny huts, or convert 
rafts into horscheats: 

In Terrebonne Parish the well-to-do 
trapper lenses Soa feet of bayou frontage, 
with trapping rights extending a mile hack 
inte the marsh. Por this holding he pays 
a season rental of S800. On November 
20 he dons his hip boots and sleeveless 
jacket with capaconus pockets and begins 
his harsh 75-day regimen, rising at day- 
light to make his rounds. He sets his 
traps about each muskral nest, rising in- 
conspicuois on the landscape as a simul 
chanp of chied marsh prose and twigs. 
The law forbids him to place them nearer 
than To feet from the nest, He uses no 
bart, but must depend wpon his skill in set- 
ting the tap where the rat will pass on lis 
way to-and from his home (see pape 413).

One oli 
trapper, explaining its openiion, added: 
“One cold morning | found! 26 paws in 
my traps tistead af mits; if T had had this 
new trap. | world have had 26 rats.” 

There isa small fortune awaitimg the 
inventor who will devise o satisfactory 
trap that will catch the rats alive, so that 
the “mice” (babies) and the “kits” | (sic 
to nine months old) can be turned loose 
to grow another year.

During the sunimer ninth 35,000 or 
40.000 berrapms will constme as much os 
a ton or a ten aml a hali of fresh sea- 
fombaday. Fortunately for the terrapin 
farmer, they do not eat in winter—from 
Oetober t5 to April 1. The market season 
is: from the meddle of September to the 
middle of ie ti 

Some af the terrapins im M'sieur Lud- 
wit’s pens have een his guests for 28 
years. They have evaded capture so long 
that they are now recognized as veterans 
and will doubtless never grace an eastern 
banquet board. But they will not be 
missed; lots of muskrat ment, sprinkled 
with artifieral bones made of porcelain anid 
decorated with lmrd-hoiled he’s ee¢zs cut 
into small balls, are caten each season as 
“terrapin,” and only the trie epicure ree- 
ignizes the imposture, | 


ORE MUST BASE COUCUMNERS ON GRAND 
ISLE 


Terrapins are only one of M'sieur Lad- 
wigs interests. le rans the general store 
if the tstand, is the postmaster, the phar- 
muawist, the confidant of the inhabitants, 
and the commission merchant who handles 
the produce of their fields, chiefly cucum- 
hers and snap beans (see Color Plate IT). 

“The Grand Uslander must raise on- 
cumbers,” sail M'sicur Ludwig, us we 
chatted together one evening in that railed- 
off portion of his store which constitoted 
his private afice, “He may swear he will 
never plant another seed when he wets the 
return from a shipment too glutted mar- 
ket, but when the time comes; he mews 
plant «cucumbers. It is the tradition of 
the people. 
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“ft good years we ship 28 many as T1O 
catleads of cucumbers (50,000 bushels), 
in bil seasons not so man\—perhaps 75} 
Lut always we mist tise cucumbers.” 

Aud the wiattor ceases to marvel at the 
quantity when he aces with what scrupu- 
lous care cach plant is nurtured with hoe 
and Imavl. Every hill is raked up to the 
samc height and each group of plants is 
provided with its Individual windbreak of 
Inose straw. ‘The Grand Isle firms lowk 
dif they might have been transperi cd 
bodily irom those vegetable plots culti- 
vated with such infinite care ancl patience 
by the French peasants around Chartres. 

There are no streets or lanes in this 
itand community, and so fur as | was 
ahle tu diseiver, only one road—that ror 
mime trom the pier to the Ladwig corm- 
jimi. The houses and vegetable patelies 
are set down in bigeledy-pigeledy fashion, 
and when you go te all on a netgither 
you simply chmb through a hedge here, 
over a stile there, and watel your step 
with elaborate care when you come to a 
lean, cucumber, or tomate porch, 

That life has not changed much in the 
last so years ort Grand iste was incicated 
by an incident which accurred one evenin 
i$ | sat and watched the panorama o 
sland cnmaerce lowing through the doce 
of the general store. One of M"'sieur 
Litdwig'’s genial and stalwart veunp sons, 
who is an expert carpenter and capable 
foreman by day and a clerk behind the 
cotter at night, carne over to his father 
and made known the out-of-the-ordinary 
wints of one of the custorwers. ; 

The proprictor rose and went across the 
store, Totmoaged fora while among boxes 
of soap and coils of rope, and finally 
hrought out o key, from which he doled 
emt some clinking hardware. When he 
returned with a smile upon his face he 
explained: “Phat Cajun wanted a kind of 
nail for which | have not hail-a call since 
my father, who established this store, put 
them in stock in 1882,"

Journeving by a series of autobus stages 
from New Orleans to Lake Charles, in 
the southwest corner of the State, one 
passes throngh a section of Louisiana 
witch is redolent of romance.

! NesLstng, if seldom sulastantinter, stories 
identifying particular spots with various 
episodes in the Longfellow epic. This 
the Teche country, settled by the Acadians 
after their expulsion from Nova Seatia. 
Felix Voorhees, a lineal descendant | ot 
the dmigrés, says of it in “Acadian 
Reminiscences | 

“The Acacians enriched themselves in 
a cnmtry where no one will starve if he

St. Martinville, one of the oldest towns 
in Louisiana, is the center of the Evan- 
ycline cult, with its Evangeline Gak aul 
its grave of the womnan from whom the 
pect is sipposed to have drawn his. pre- 
ture of the Acatlinn heroine.

Such comflitions not only make meces- 
airy the maintenance of great levees to 
keep the river water out of the city, but 
entail tremendous problems. in disposing 
ef tain gand seepage. 

To meet these natural handicaps, a corps 
ot engiurers has designed a unique drain- 
age pumping system. Experts come frorn 
all per of the work tb stacy its opera- 
tian. So heavy as. the burden which a 
long. hard Thin tmposes on the vast net- 
work oF pipes upon which New Orleans 
sits, that the pumps mst have a capacity 
of seven billion gallons a day to lift the 
flow! waters out of the city into Bayon 
Bienvenne and Lake Pontchartrain.

tion with the Smithsonian Institution, to 
wet ip ard operate a solar-radiation ob- 
servatory on Mount Brukkoros. a lonely 
voleanic mountain that rises from an arid 
plain of South West Africa,* | 

We bind journeyed by rail thousand 
miles from Cape ‘Town to Reetmanshoop 
(see map, page 429). The Government of 
South West Africa hid lwilt for us a 
corrugated iron howse on the mountam top 
and a moat! tock been Jeveled halfway tp 
the four-mile slope to a garme for cur 
trick. The Government had also strung 
a telephone line for 60 miles, from. Keet- 
minshoop to Brokkares, and two wagots, 
euch drawn by 12 pairs of oxen, had 
arned the observatory instruments and 
heise furnishings to the mounttam, The 
place was complete, except for a cow.

MISADVENTURES WITH TITER HanY’s COWS 


Busing a tmileh cow in) South West 
Africa is not so simple as it sounds. He- 
curse of the drought, none of the cows on 
the Hottentot Reserve i hag the 
motntiain were giving milk. We found 
one at last—t20 miles. from the moun- 
tain! It took the native hoy a whole 
week to drive the cow: and her calf 60

miles to Keetmanshoop, where | insisted 
that the vetermary exauine her for tu- 
berculasis. The remaiming 60 miles to 
Brukkaras occupied another week. 

They got the cow as far up the moun- 
tain as the water lrole (still one mile short 
of Observatory House), and then she te- 
fused tu budge. We tried everything. We 
took the calf up tea the house, Her frantic 
bellows were enough to soften any ordi- 
nary bovine heart, But no. The path was 
tow steep fora tired ath! much betravele! 
mother, So, alter two days, we had to 
tike Belinda, the calf, dawn to her mother 
who wns still firmly established at the 
water hole, 

Perhaps we could et cow and. calf to- 
gether up the trail? Mr. Hoover pusheil, 
Mr. Greeley pushed. They chased and 
threw rocks. The Hottentot boys assist- 
ing advised that twisting the tail will make 
any donkey, ox, or difficult animal step 
ont when all else fails. So they twisted 
the cow's taal, but even then ebe wouldn't 
go up the trail, 3 

There was nothing to do but for the 
native boy to go down the mountain every 
(lay and milk her. “The seoomel tine down 
he reported that she hac gone wild ond 
he couldn't milk her. A week hiter he re- 
ported that the cow was dead, We think 
a snake bit her. 

Her suceessor—tor I ‘still msisted on 
fresh milk as an-essential to housekeeping 
with a baby on an arid mountimn—was 
never allowed so much as to Pause at the 
witer hole. She was rished straight. to 
the top of the mountain. 

Not the least of the chores at Brok- 
kares was the task of bringing water for 
the precious cow up the narrow trail on 
donkey back every day from the water 
hole, At last, we congratulated ourselves, 
our dairying experiment was a success. 
Short-lived, it turned out; Cow Nunither 
2, reaching for an especially ditheult 
clump of grass, fell and breke her leg 
mnt had to be sent to her forefathers.

When the pasturage 
on the mountam was searee we carried 
up altalia for the cow and her family, 
an Betty grew antl grew and. kept her 
rosy cheeks. 

But before we had one to the moun- 
tain, Betty and J had had to wait ten 
weeks in Rectmanshoop while things were 
bemg made teady. We discovered how 
dehghtiully miormal and hospitable pseo- 
ple in South Africn are to strangers, We 
were at the hotel three weeks when we 
were taken into the very hearts ond 
household of a family. Betty had heen hav- 
ing dysentery, so we were glad to getaway 
from the hotel with its swarms of files, 


ONLY BUSINESS HOUSES HAVE TELE-

We had learned that Hie tn this part of 
South Aftica is tot so very different 
from that in a sotall Western tewn of the 
eattle- or sheep-ranching comitty at home. 
There were wide, sandy streets and ram- 
bling, one-story cement or adobe Tuiled- 
mes with broad verandis; peppertrees, 
cleanders, bougainvillea, and geraniuns 
in tis. All the drought-resisting «r itri- 
Fation attempts at pardening seemed piti- 
ful and wholly without backerounl to one 
brought up in Westchester County, New 
York, . 

Bricht, bright sunshine with a plare 
over everything. We were amazed at the 
abundance of stores, thirty or forty, rang- 
ing all the way from the large peneral 
merchandise establishment to the one- 
room, family-managed variets ; am) «mby 
whites In the whole district, We 
counted six churches and four tennis 
clahs, There were movies once a week 
at the Railway Institute, a sort of com- 
minty howe for railroad cmplovees. 

The one big difference was the presence 
of the natives, We imet tall, dignified 
black Herera wotnen darrying Lundles of 
clothing, sacks of meal, tins of water on 
therr heads—once a girl with a portable 
sewing machine! They tie their heads up 
i gailyscolored handannas—stuffing them 
so that they are like beehives, sometimes

We started for the Tanita. just iter 
lunch, when the whole town usually sleeps.

It was alreuiy sian, so we pushed on 
another eight miles to Berseba, the ecnter 
of the Hottentot Reserve. Tt consists 
mostly of bechive-shaped grass Intts, 4 
Lutheran church larger than any of the 
six in Keetmanshoop, and a missionary’s 
home that, looks. hike a good-simed onsis, 

The missionaries were Mr. and Mrs. 

ficenberg. All of thelr seven children, 
except one litth: boy, were at school im 
(At rTieLny. 

They had a lovely garden and fig trees. 
The prvi water in that particular spot 
is only three feet below the surface, Tt is 
really a part of the Great Fish River bed. 
Most of the time this river is chiefly sand 
on the surface, hut we were tole. thar 
when the tains came in stimmer we prob- 
alaly would not be able ta get across for 
five or six weeks, but would have to de- 
pend on our natives for anything we

My real toumph was inavaice, The 
nich pulp-ot punvas treezes with a Jovely, 
sinouth texture, and their favor develops 
in the process. 


INVENTING GAMES FOR BETTY 


The days were Itsy wmes. 1 had to he 
Betty's playmate. We took-a‘walk every 
morning after breakfast up to the top of 
the ridge back of the house. The native 
cleared the rocks off a Tittle flat place 
about 30 by go feet—a space to Ttomp 
aroun and dance arownl or skip rupt 
and touch our toes. | 

Betty soon became expert at scrambling 
over the stony truls and throwmy rocks 
at atarget. We had to make a game of 
such prosaic things as hed-making and 
sweeping. She loved to sit on the kitchen 
table and “help me get lunch.” By the 
time we left she wasa real help at making 
mayonnaise, sifting flour, and benting 
eres. 

Qur only servant at first was Puvdos, o 
lig, tall, llack Herero boy, who drave the 
donkeys up with water and supplies, He 
lived down near the garage, in a little 
shelter made of packing cases, One Momn- 
day he didn't appear with water. We 
took the field glasses, went upto the “top,” 
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anu Jooked down at the garage, Nota 
sign of fe! Evidently he had net come 
back from his Sunday holiday in Berseba. 

‘Tuesday afternoon he appeared. He 
said he hadn't been able to find the don- 
kevs. In aur relief at petting water—our 
supply was low—we probably weren't 
very severe. 

Thitreday he didn: appenr. 

Friday we decided there would be no 
more baths in the family. 

Salurilay, no more dishwashing, 

sunday our basin af water washed the 
faces of the whole family, and we had 
exactly three gallons left to. be used as 
drinking water, Every dish, pot, and pan 
in the hewee was ditty, Wewereall feeling 
sticky, worried, and bad-tempered. Noth- 
me to de bur for the men to-go down, 
hid those donkeys, take them to the water 
hole, ane drive them t 

We kept hoping oat watching for Pay- 
das, hut by toe Mer, Hoover and Mr, 
Greeley had to start. lt was hot, too, 
When they pot down to the crater they 
spotted the donkeys, with the help of the 
field glasses, far away, calmly munching 
cClangik-of dried prass. 

lt was 7 oclock by the time they had 
rounded up the donkeys, driven them 
down the steep trail te the water hole, up 
the trail agai, and then made the long 
pol up to the house, They arrived very 
at ama Weary, hUrsing ah strong * ‘native 
prepudice,” 

Puydes tal his pay “docked” for sev- 
eral days and his ration of tobacco cut. 
His ration of corn meal, whole-wheat flour, 
fuer, tea, sind soup we didn't cut, for he 
would have “found bimseli stck,” 

The next week be appeared at the house 
shout q one evering and reported. thar 
the garage had burned down! He had 
pushed out the truck and torn the tele. 
phone off the wall, It the garage itself 
was “a heap of iron and burned woud,”

A SOU SDAY 
During the ramvy season these sandy 
river beds often became rushing torrents. 
One cloudy Sunday, when the men dil not 
hive to take observations, we ot on early 
‘start on a fuente to another crossing in 
the Great Fish River. Tt had ramet! the 
Thirsday before, a third of an inch, all in 
one afternoon, J had sever before seen 
it rain so hari, At-about 3 Tt turned to 
hal, A big piece bottinted inthe window, 
meres the Toom, acd on the bed where 
Betty and [| were having our wusnal sresta. 
We found about four feet of water and 
nh strung current racing over a ronilway. 
that was cbsolutely dry and sandy two or 
three toonths before. We cboked our lunch 
un rocks made het with a litte fire— 
meres écratibled with tomate juice psten] 
at milk, on big-stubs of fresh brown 
brea.

lagoons that ote finds-in the river beds

On our way home a lone springbok ran 
out from the bushes and actoss the road 
in front of the car, about 200 yards ahead 
at ts, 


Thev are beautiful creatures; these 


springhok—so graceful, a soft tan in color, 


with « streak of dark brown alone each 
side, and a white flange down the end of 
their backs. And the way they ron! Their 
hind feet land ahend of the spots their 
front feet have just left. They jump 
straight, stiff-legged up into the ; ait, five 
or six feet, when they want to see the 
source of some wnfatniline scent conning 
across flat country. They are supposed 
te have roved the coomtry in herds. of 
thousands formerly, We aften got inta 
herds of one or two hundred on cur trips 
to town. Ostriches like the sume kind of 
stony, flat plains that springhok frequent. 
On another occasion we tock our Sipe 
per over tis anther peak of our matntain 
to watch the sim set, We eculd see three 
separate antl distinct thunderstorms, to 
the west, south, and scthwest, bot they 
never reached ws. It was a vorgentis: sight, 
and we enjoyed it especially becanse it 
was tll south of our nver crossing arid 
would not make ournext crossing ditheult, 
Line day we had been seem the most 
LEI mirages—heautiful fakes with 
trees along their mossy green banks, anid 
even reflections im the water! Away in 
the distance appeared a strange-looking 
arove of small trees. They seemed to 
hive no trinks! Negrer they looked like 
gant tiushrooms with black tops and 
yellow stems. Then they moved! Their 
yellow necks began to show aginst the

A Hottentot wife's. household duties 
aren't very heavy. Every morning a good 
one shakes ont the skins the family: sleep 
on. Tf she is very careful she may beat 
them with # stick. She carries water 
from the well or river and gathers wood 
for the fire to cook the evening meal of 
porridge, The wonel gathering probably 
tukes up most of the tine, 

There was much laughter and endless 
chatter during the visits of the boys’ kin- 
folk, They have a superstition about a 
ing white snake who hves dawn in the 
center of the Hrukkaros. We think we 
unearthed the origin of that when we woke 
wp ome cold morning om May aod found 
the crater filled by a hig, white clot. 

Winters are short on Brukkaros—the 
coldest months being May, Fane, and 
July. The temperature seldom goes be- 
low freezing: but ance we hod snow, just 
on the mountain, of course. [only lasted! 
tihaut 20 minutes, but haw we enjoyed it! 
We wrapped up, went out and danced 
around. Betty had never seen any be- 
fore. It was a real taste of home, 

Our chief delight in winter was the 
radio. AJ! somimer it was very tempera- 
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mental becouse of static, but with the com- 
ing of clear, eold weather we had good 
reception in the evenings from Cape 
Town, Johammesturg, and Durban, He- 
sides the music we eapecially. enjoyed 
“News Of the Day" broudeast at p. tn. 
Our newspapers were always-late and we 
wamted to hear things as they happened. 
Duriny these same months there were 
terrilile winds. (Gales blowing go‘and §9 
miles an bowr would continue three or 
even tour days, At night we couldn't 
wep for the noise and during the day we 
ere prisoners in the house, Everything 
‘tia wasn't well fastened down weld 
move, Once the wicker chairs were blown 
aff the stoop 200 yards down the hill, — 
One night a ripping bigemin sorthd 
wakened us. The roof bad blown off the 
athee and shop building!

Imagine, then, his joy when he cleared 
the end of the Isle of Orleans and saw 
rising from abroad, tloe bay in the river 
a great rock, like Mont St. Michel,a mat- 
ural fortress. Before him the blue St. 
Lawrence River went on inte the west— 
to China, perhaps. ‘To the right lay broad 
flats, at the St. Charles River mouth, 
where he anchored the Grande Hermie, 
the Petite Hermine, and the faterilfon, 
and where, the following year, he was to 
erect a preat cross learmye the legend, 
“Francis the First. by the trace of God, 
King of the French.” No doubt Cartier 
expected the rock to Le sheer on all sides, 
like Mont St. Michel, and was disap- 
pointe to find the side which cannot he 
seen Trom the harbor fasttnead solidly to 
the mainland,

Nevertheless, Cartier tecopnized that 
this rock was the perfect site for a town, 
built, as 16th-centary Eurupe often pre- 
ferred to build a town, on a hilltop.
